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county jail not less than twenty days nor more than sixty days 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after May 1st, A. D. 1905.

CHAPTER 114. 
AN ACT to amend section 3774 of the statutes of 1898, relat- 

ing to fees of justices. 

Th4 people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 

Fees of justices. SECTION 1. Section 3774 of the statutes of 
1898, is hereby amended by inserting after the word "cents" 
where such word appears in the forty-ninth line of said section, 
the following: Provided, however, that no compensation shall 
be allowed for travel to file a certificate of conviction, but such 
certificate may be mailed to the clerk of the circuit court by 
registered letter, in which case the actual registry fee and post-
age shall be recoverable. 

SEartox 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage and publication.
